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FOREWORD 


The nucleus for this little volume was a pamphlet compiled 
by Mrs. Everett D. Pattison and published by the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs when Mrs. Pattison was chairman 
of its Committee on Art. In 1916 the copyright to the title 
was duly assigned to Mrs. Pattison and by Mrs. Pattison to the 
American Federation of Arts. It was the intention at that 
time to reissue it immediately, but the war intervened and post- 
war conditions occasioned further delay. Using Mrs. Pattison’s 
pamphlet as a basis, facts have been collected from many authori- 
tative sources such as the publications of The Mural Painters, 
The National Sculpture Society, Miss Levy’s Handbook of Art 
in New York, etc., etc., and when all was done the greater part 
of the compilation was submitted to leading authorities in the 
several localities and by them edited. In spite of this care there 
is no doubt that omissions and errors may be noted. If those 
who discover such will, in the interest of accuracy, let us know 
in order that correction may be made in subsequent editions we 
shall be greatly obliged. 

No attempt has been made, except in the case of architecture, 
to measure merit. But certain works which by common consent 
are reckoned of superlative worth, have been starred. In the 
case of sculpture and mural paintings no works have been listed, 
save those produced by professional artists presumably in good 
standing; in other words, commercial and anonymous produc- 
tions have been omitted. The architectural subjects listed were 
selected through the cooperation of architects, architectural 
critics, and the architectural press, to all of whom we are greatly 
indebted. 

The volume is intended to serve as a handbook for travelers 
and as a reference for those who are making a study of Art in 
America. When it is remembered that the first equestrian statue 
by an American sculptor was unveiled as late as 1853, and that 
at that time public works of art were extremely few, even in 
cities of fair size on the Atlantic’ seaboard, it is remarkable 
that 672 cities and towns can now point with pride to one or 
more works of art of notable merit. It is hoped that the pub- 

“lication of this book will serve not only to testify to progress 
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and to furnish occasion for pride on the part of the various 
towns and cities listed, but will induce emulation on the part 
of others unnamed and thus contribute to the progress of Art 
in Our Country. If, even in a small way, it helps to increase 
appreciation of that which is best and to multiply the number of 
works of merit which go far toward creating an environment 
such as the cities of the old world have long enjoyed, it will 
have served its purpose. 

To the many who have most generously assisted us in the 
preparation of this volume we extend our most sincere and
